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1 . The following is a statement of the Examiner's reasons for allowance: 

a. The Examiner agrees with the applicant's 4 December 2004 response, in that the 
prior art of record does not teach or suggest the presently-claimed document 
aggregation, in which indications of navigation stops are modified in view of their being 
detected within the larger framework of the aggregation. 

b. Upon a final search of the prior art, the Examiner noted that both Cote et al. (US 
#6,785,865 B1) and Kamada (US #6,622,306 B1) relate to controlling the positions on 
an interactive screen into which navigation commands will cause the focus to jump, only 
these do not implement such control within the context of finding a stop in the assembly 
of an aggregated document and modifying the elements accordingly.
